It was not until the close of the fif­ 
teenth century that the permanent em- J ^

tion. Spain led the way in the matter. 
In 1487 Dr. Roderigo G ondesalvi de 
I’uebla was appointed perm anent Span­ 
ish am bassador to England, and as he 
was still in London in 15<X), the Span­ 
ish em b assy in the British capital m ust 
be regarded as the oldest am ong the 
perm anent em b a ssies of the world. 
Spain w a s follow ed by Venice. 
In 
1496 the V enetian republic, ow in g to 
the fact that “th e w a y to the British 
Isles is very long aud very danger­ 
ous,” appointed tw o m erchants resi­ 
dent* bi London as suba* jbasclatores 
for the republic, but in t ie su m m er o f 
the sam e year Andrea 
Jrevlnano ar­ 
rived in London a s perm anent am bas­ 
sador at the court o f H enry VII.

Prince” and “T h e D iscourses on L ivy,” 
an ideal best indicated, perhaps, in 
Sir H enry W ot ton'a fam ou s definition, 
“An am bassador Is un honest m an sen t 
to Ho abroad for th e good of his coun­ 
try.” Ko universally w a s this Ideal ac­ 
cepted and elaborated that the “co m ­ 
pleat ambassador'' of th e old school 
never expected to be believed. 
In the sixteen th and seven teen th cen­ 
turies the position o f am bassadors w as 
anything but comfortable. 
Sovereigns 
thought it w iser to keep them at a sa fe 
distance. 
H enry VII. o f England for­ 
bade ins subjects to bold any inter­ 
course w ith them, w hile Francis I. of 
France adopted the policy o f keeping 
them a w n y from court. 
T hey w ere 
m aintained purely on the basis o f tho 
balance o f advantage. Each sovereign 
reckoned that the ad van tage accruing 
to him for being able to have ‘'honor­ 
able spies” iii the sliupe of am b a ssa ­

There 
have beeu protests and som etim es the 
legislation demanded tins been defeat­ 
ed, hut a new crop of m easures keeps 
crowding forward, and it will Is? found 
that we have greatly changed the char­ 
acter of the governm ent under the ne 
cess!tics of war.
